To Shrink Woolens or Cottons in Woolen Finish.—

° ° Goods with selvedge should have the selvedge cut off 
before shrinking. The weave ot the selvedge heing differ- 
ent from the fabric may cause the selvedge to shrink more 
or less than the goods, making puckers along the edge. 


"\Voelcns or cottons in •woolen finish which are not 


shrunk before they are made will water spot and'shrink 
unevenly when exposed to moisture. It is impossible to 
press properly unshrunk fabrics of this description. When 
the material is dampened and a hot iron applied; the steam 


shrink it in spots and may spoil the fit of the garment. 
To Shrink Wash Fabrics.—Soak the material in clean 


cold water and hang it in a shady place to dry or roll in a 
Turkish towel. It is slow drying that shrinks the goods. 
Press the material before making up. All cottons, linens and 


w" silks shrink when tubbed. 
If the fabric is colored, put the proper ingredient in the 


water to set the shade. 


To Set Blue, Brown and Brownish Red Shades.—Soak 


the material for two hours in sugar of lead water. Use one 
ounce of sugar o£ lead to every gallon, of water. Allow the 
su"ar of lead to dissolve thoroly before placing the mater-

lal In the water. This process will set the above-mentioned 
colors permanently. 


To Set Green(>Mauve, Purple or Purplish Red Shades. 


—Seak the material in alum water for ten minutes. The 
proper solution is one ounce of alani to one gallon ot wat- 
er. 


Proper Tools.—An electric motor attached to an ordin- 


ary sewing machine will doable its capacity. 
"... .Heavy Shears cut a clean edge which is easy toifollow 
in sewing. Cut with the points of the shears resting on the 
table. 


An accurate tape measure is essential. A misfit is often 


due to the wrong size of pattern ordered according to an 
Incorrect tape measure. To test the tape, stretch it Along a 
wooden rule and determine if it is correctly marked. 


A tracing wheel makes a distinct mark easily followed 


In stitching if the material is ot firm texture. It is an excel- 
lent means of indicating the position of pleats, tucks, hems, 
etc. 
Steel pins do not mar the fabric like lead ones. It the 


pins have black heads they are easy to see and pick up. 


Laying the Pattern on the Goods.—If all the pattern 


pieces are laid on the goods before any one piece is cut, 
they can be shifted aroiind and placed to tho best advan- 
tage. It saves material to plan the arrangement of the plpo- 
es instead Of cutting haphazard one piece at a time. There 
are two ways of placing the pattern pieces on the goods or 
making a lay-out. One method is to spread the material in 
a"single thickness and lay on each piece of the 
pattern* 


twice, once for the right and once for the left side of the 
garment and another way is to double the goods and lay 
on each pattern piece only once. 


If the material is spread in a single thickness place it 


face down on a smooth surface and arrange the pattern 
pieces on the wrong side of the goods, fitting them in to the 
best advantage. Place the large pieces on first and fill in 
with the small pieces. 


Lay each pattern piece on twice, marking it in first 


for one side, then reversing it by turning it over for the 
other side. To avoid cutting two pieces for one side mark 
X on the side of each pattern piece which corresponds to 
the left side of the finished garment, considering that the 
piece will be placed on the wrong side of the goods. Lay the 
pattern on the goods -with the X marks showing and mark 
around each piece. This provides for the left side of the 
garment. Turn the pieces over and mark around them for

the right side, in which case noue of the X marks will show 
Where both right and loft sides of tho garment nro cut in 
one piece, as in the case of a one-piece back, lay the center- 
back on the same thread of the material, and maik around 
all edges again except center-back. 


The closest possible lay-out can be made when tho ma- 


terial is spread in a single thickness. The pieces ran bo in- 
terlocked anti Urge suiil bmall pieces worked in alongside 
of each other. For ms>t.ince, the material may not be wide 
enough to cut two wai«t fronts, while a sleeve and iront 
will just take tho \\idth. 


If the mateim! is doubled crease it thru the center, 


bringing the face s>idos of the goods together and lay' it on 
a smooth surface. Lav all tho pattern pieces on, placing the 
large pieces on first. In this case, oacli pattern piece is laid 
on only once. As the material is double, two pieces are cut 
at the same time. Where the right and left sides are to be 
cut in one piece, ns a one-piece back, lay tho center-back 
edge ot the patten* on the fold of the material. 


If the niatonal has an up and down, as some figured 


goods and fabric i\i!h nap, lay all the pattern pieces one 
way. Place the p.uteui -HI tho top of each piece heads in the 
same direction. 


To Match Pliiub.—Mark off the scam allowance on the. 


pattern piece? This pivos the exact sewing lino. After tho 
pieces are laid on uio goods, mark where tho lines of the 
plaid will come on the sewing line. SMft the pieces until 
the lines of the plaid come at exactly the same place on the 
sewing lino in pieces whuh join tojcether. It is impossible to 
match plaids with the seams on tho pattern. Tho linos o£ 
the plaid may match at the outer edges and not come any- 
where near meeting at the sewing lino. 


Marking Around the Pattern and Indicating the Per- 


forations.—After determining tho proper position of the 
pieces weight them down, using ordinary paper weights or 
books. A pattern cannot be pinned to the material without 
dragging the material out ot s>hape. Mark around the out- 
side edges o£ the patterns with wax or chalk. 


If tho material lias sufficient body so tho marks will 


not show thru on tho right side, wax or chalk mark the per- 
forations for hems, pleats, etc. Lay the pieces for the two 
sides of the garment together, riace the pattern in posi- 
tion and mark perforations with the wax or chalk. Remove 
the pattern. Pass a pin thru the two thicknesses of tho ma- 
terial at each perforation. Turn the pieces over and wax 
or chalk mark the under piece of each pin.

There 
was neither unison nor direction to that 
band." It merely played the French song as 
it knew how—badly. The Marsha] stood 
rigidly at attention, his hand at salute. The 
anthem wabbled along until near the end, 
when the band suffered complete collapse.

effort they hurled their horns to the ground 
and cheered.

The strain of the car's weight 
js placed on the rim of the wheel in- 
stead of the tire, where it should be.
